2. THE PROBLEM WITH THE LATTER CONCEPT IS ITS ASSYMETRY. 

THE EGYPTIANS WANT A DEAL TO AT LEAST LOOK EQUAL. IT 
WILL NOT LOOK EQUAL IF (A) THE ISRAELIS KEEP A LARGE 
PART OF THE PASS AREA, (B) HAVE IN EFFECT TWO AMERICAN 
POSTS IN FRONT OF THEM AS A PSYCHOLOGICAL DETERRENT TO 
THE EGYPTIANS (C) AND WITH ALL THIS, STILL RETAIN 

THEIR IEBAL UMM KHUSHAIB INSTALLATION. IF THE EGYPTIAN 
FORWARD LINE WERE LOCATED AT THE WESTERN END OF THE 
PASSES, THE SYMMETRY MIGHT MAKE IT MORE SALEABLE. 
ALTERNATIVELY, PERHAPS THE OLD ISRAELI IDEA COULD BE 
REVIVED OF TWO EGYPTIAN COMPANY SIZE POSTS LOCATED AT

SOME SENSE OF PRIDE. HE WAS WIDELY CRITICIZED BY MANY 
FOR THE CONTENTS OF THE FIRST DISENGAGEMENT 
AGREEMENT. HE IS AWARE OF THIS, WHICH INHIBITS WHAT 

HE IS WILLING TO ACCEPT IN A SECOND DISENGAGEMENT 
AGREEMENT. MOREOVER, IF THE PRICE FOR THE LATEST ISRAELI 
IDEA IS ALSO FULL US MILITARY AND ECONOMIC SUPPORT AS 
THEY REQUEST AND AN INABILITY ON OUR PART TO DO ANYTHING 
FOR TWO YEARS OR MORE, IT WILL MAKE IT EVEN WORSE. 

SADAT WILL BE DEEPLY DISILLUSIONED WITH OUR ABILITY

TO ACHIEVE A FAIR SETTLEMENT. 

4. ON BALANCE, I STILL THINK THERE IS AT MOST A 

50-50 CHANCE THAT HE WILL ACCEPT IT, AND WE SHOULD NOT 
BE SURPRISED IF HE REIECTS IT. HOWEVER, SINCE IT IS SOME PROGRESS, 
HE MAY MAKE A NEW COUNTERPROPOSAL. EILTS
